ing commission.

The spokesman conceded that 


Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko's 78-minute 
speech of yesterday, virtually in 
direct opposition to the American 
stand, might prompt some dele- 
gations to put forward such com- 
promises. He said some "feelers" 
already had been turned aside by 
the Americans. 


In his lengthy speech. Gromy- 


ko rejected the commission re- 
port blaming three Soviet satel- 
lites for the border disorders and 
asked the council to reverse the 
commission's on-the-spot findings 
and rule Greece alone guilty 'of 
provoking disturbances with her 
three northern neighbors. 


The Russian delegate followed 


up this assertion 
with charges 


that the turmoil in Greece 
re- 


sulted from American and British 
interference and demanded that 
the U. N. order foreign military 
personnel off Greek soil. 


He also called for U. N. super-

Greece in renewed efforts to place 
the American~"pi'ogram of direct 
support under international con- 
trol.

in prices. Such a break would 
probably occur only in a depres- 
sion and we don't foresee any- 
thing as drastic as that". 


In citing reasons for his pre- 


diction that food prices will slide, 
Frances said that food lately has 
been "getting more than its usual 
share of the consumer dollar".

—A pension plan making Illinois 
legislators who retire at 60 elig- 
ible for benefits of $750 to ?!,- 
500 a year has become law with- 
out Governor Green's .signature.

Counties Will be Badly 


Hit This Year

unusually heavy damage' 


this year by the European corn 
borer, an 
entomologist 
of

Illinois Natural History Survey 
predicted today. 


Dr. George C. Decker, entomolo- 


gist of the survey 
and 
of 
the 


Illinois agricultural 
experiment 


station, recently completed a 10- 
county , inspection trip, and re- 
ported that farmers "have been 
fooled into .believing that damage 
from the European corn borer wilt 
be negligible.this year" because of 
late crops, 


"While it is true that a high 


percentage of the crop is late," 
he stated, "in many sections of the 
state, particularly the northwest 
part where corn borer infestation 
is highest, considerable corn was 
planted before mid-May and at 
present this com is as far along 
as it was a year ago. Many people 
ha\?e ignored the fact that, al- 
though the season is late, the corn, 
borer is also late in its develop- 
ment—about two weeks late." 


In some northern counties of 


Illinois, Dr. Decker reported, corn 
borer moths are laying eggs in 
larger numbers on corn three to 
four feet tall than they did at any 
time in the last three years. 


"Since it is well known that 


the survival of young borers is 
much higher on corn over three 
feet in height than on smaller 
corn." he added, 


"While almost anything 
may 


happen^ and 't is never safe to 
>redict*that a disastrous outbreak 
of the corn borer is inevitable, all

The "able and willing" language 


means that the miners can quit 
without violating the Taft-Hart- 
ley ban on stoppages in violation 
of contract, and without subjecting 
the UMW to employers' damage 
suits. 
Long-standing

clauses in local contracts were all 
revoked. 


The agreement sets up industry 


machinery — including 
umpires 


with, final and binding authority 
— to handle all disputes arising 
under trfe contract. It provides 
that the parties shall

machinery "exclusively"—that is,

If there's a threat of a big coal 


strike, the government can try 
to use the new law to delay it 
although it can't stop it. 


Under the law the president — 


if he thinks a big strike will hurt 
national health or welfare — is 
supposed to be able to delay it 
at least 80 days, with the help 
of court injunctions against a 
strike. 


But what could the government 


do if. after a contract ended and 
the courts ordered "no' strike." 
the miners decided they individu- 
ally were not "willing" to work 
and stayed homf? 


It's an old custom for Lewis' 


miners, without direct orders from 
him, to stay away from work if 
a contract ends and no new one is 
signed.

Pegler, whose typewriter wears a 
purple ribbon has been pounding 
holes in it protesting against the 
course of journalism, his rhetoric 
rides the soft political reporters 
who do their eight hours, five days 
a week, and quit when the whistle 
blows, without much feeling for 
the oldtime journalistic idea of a 
reporter being a public sen-ant, 
working in the public interest. 
Mr. Pegler thinks these later day 
reporters adhere too much to the 
interest of their unions, generally 
the CIO, using nice stuff about 
the union bosses, but slanting th^r 
stuff subtly against the public 
on some everyday issues, includ- 
ing the tax cut and the union re- 
form legislation, 
and glorifying 


the heavy drinking crowd of poli- 
ticians formerly in and near the 
White House. He seems to think 
journalism has thus lately been 
sen-ing the public different news 
than formerly. 


Pegler's purple ribbon has re- 


corded only some of the under- 
currents which are trying to car- 
ry journalism away. When he was 
serving his apprenticeship in the 
United Press association, he, came 
to work during the hot summer 
with a bathing suit under 
his 


clothes, then stripped down to 
these necessities, and read all day 
long over the telephone to small 
suburban newspapers 
the tele- 


graphic dispatches, while perspir- 
ation poured from him in' his phone 
booth. 


1 
Pegler learned news the hard 


•way,-which never is forgotten. He 
acquired a skilled nose for the 
false, a passion for the public in- 
terest, and a good style — just 
as we all tried to do in that same 
U. P. 
office, — Ray 
Clapper, 


Hugh Baillie, Tom Stokes, (Ernie 
Pyle was on the the same floor) 
and myself. 


My "own 
encounter at that time 


•with the developing social forces 
came when the IT. P. wan ted-me 
to work regularly from 7 a. m. 
to 7 p. m. and I quit. I did not 
mind working two days without 
sleep during a national conven- 
tion or while a big story was on. 
But 7 to 7 xvas a little too much 
as a regular proposition, even for 
a firehorse, particularly as 
I 


worked 7 days a week, getting 
$10 extra for Sunday. 


But Tiiis gang always pot the 


other side of the story, came up on 
aggressive public interest journ- 
alism, chqpked its facts, was nev- 
er sued except f0r publicity ef- 
fect, and served under the 
old 


Scripps motto which said: "Give 
the light and let the people find 
their way'1. 


The New Deal crowd always en- 


vied us. They all wanted to be 
columnists. They thought it was 
merely a matter of expressing an 
opinion, not realizing opinions arc 
valued in objectivity. Politicians 
like Harold Ickcs looked to journ- 
alism, not as a field of public ser- 
vice, but an opportunity for poli- 
tical publicity service. Even Mr. 
Roosevelt once told me he planned 
to be a columnist, like his wife 
when he left public life. 


The grotesque incongruity of 


this ambition with the ideals of 
journalism did not occur to them 
They had no training for the high- 
ly skilled profession of reporting 
or observing judicially. If they 
had all decided they liked to pul 
teeth and set themselves up as 
dentists, without experience, they 
would not have been further from 
the 
track 
or 
they 
had 
set 


themselves up as surgeons of the 
body politic (actually they really 
aspired to this), with a purpose ot 
making the body politic over into 
something undefined, they could 
not be further from newspapcring. 


Somewhat similarly, 
reporters 


in journalism may be hampered 
today by the necpssity for a dual 
character, when considering their 
hours, wages and working condi-
